WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (UP)— 
The Senate today approved the 
appointment of Attorney General 
Tom Clark to the Supreme Court 
by a vote of 73 to 28. | 

The opposing votes were cast by | 
Republican Senators Donnell and | 
Kem of Missouri and Senators | 
Ferguson, Flanders, Taft, Van- | 


denberg, Watkins and Williams. | 

The Senate then unanimously | 
confirmed the appointment of J. 
Howard McGrath (Dem.), Rhode | 
Island, to succeed Clark as At- 
torney General. 

Clark had solid backing from 
the Democratic majority as the 
Senate ignored the plea of Sena- 
tor Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
that the nomination be rejected 
because it was “transparently 
political.” | 

The vote came after 3% hours 
of debate. Ferguson opened the 
fight with an 80-minute speech 
only to see Democrats from the 
North and South spring to Clark’s 
defense. 

Chairman McCarran Dem.), 
Nevada, of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, said he has had many 
a “run in” with Clark, but always 
came out of each of them with a 
tremendous admiration for his ad- 
versary. 

Prosecuted Law, McCarran Says. 

“There is not a thing to say 
against Tom Clark except that he 
fearlessly prosecuted the law,” Mc- 
Carran said. 

“Committee after committee has 
reviewed the record of Tom Clark 
and. found him qualified for ap- 
pointment to the attorney gener- 
alship. 

“Shall we stop him now at the 
zenith of his career?” 

Ferguson other critics 
of Clark for not helping him block 
the appointment of Clark to suc- 
ceed the late Justice Frank Mur- 
phy. Their attitude, he sa 
seemed to be: “What is the use; 
he is going to be confirmed -any- 
way.” , 0 

“The apathy with which this 
nomination has in general been 
accepted has been a shock to 
many people,” Ferguson said. “It 
is an apathy which can be ex- 
plained only by the fact that the 
appointment is so transparently 
political.” 

Ferguson complained about the 
Judiciary Committee’s refusal to 
call Clark for questioning. He 
reeled off a list of questions he 
would have liked to put to Clark 
and said they involved “funda- 
mental questions of integrity” as 
well as the appointee’s judicial 
qualities and legal competence. 

Ferguson’s questions concerned: 

1. The Kansas City vote frauds 
case of 1946, in which Ferguson 
charged Clark had restricted the 
Federal Bureau of Investigatiqn 
inquiry so that he prevented the 
arrest of persons guilty of violat- 
ine election laws. 

The vote fraud case involved 
the Democratic primary victory of 
Enos Axtell, supported by Presi- 
dent Truman, over Roger Slaugh- 
ter, in the Fifth Congressional 
District of Missouri. Axtell was 
do*eated in the election by a Re- 
publican, Albert Reeves Jr. 

Noting that no one was indicted 
in connection with ballot thefts, 
Ferguson said subsequently Clark 
started an investigation of the 
contributions made to the cam- 
paign of Senator Kem (Rep.), 
Missouri, elected that year. 

Tells of Senate Inquiry. 

Ferguson told for the first time 
what the Senate investigating 
committee, which he formerly 
headed, had learned about the 
Kansas City case.

Mrs. Martha Beck and Raymond 
Fernandez were convicted today 
of first-degree murder in the blud- 
geoning and strangling of Mrs. 
Janet Fay last Jan. 4. 

There was no recommendation 
of mercy. The verdict carries a 
mandatory death penalty. 

The jury returned its verdict 
in Bronx Supreme Court at 7:30 
a. m., 12 hours and 34 minutes 
after it received the case last 
night. The trial had lasted 44 
days. 

The two defendants. displayed 
no emotion when the verdict was 
announced. ; 

The jurors had been kept de- 
liberating all night on orders of 
the court. Shortly before dawn 
they asked permission to go to 
bed, but the judge, stating it would 
not be convenient to grant the 
request, sent the jury. back, 

Ferhandez Poker-Faced. 

Mrs. Beck, 29 years old, stand- 
ing by her attorney, Herbert E. 
Rosenberg, rested her fingers on 
the defense counsel table when 
the jury came in. Fernandez, 
who is 34, stood poker-faced. 
After the verdict was an- 
nounced both defendants were in- 
structed to sit down. Mrs. Beck 
who weighs 200 pounds, stared at 
Rosenberg, and Fernandez glared 
at the still-standing defense law- 
yer,

tained from her when she thought 
he was going to marry her. A 
state prosecutor told the jury the 
motive was “dead men tell no 
tales.” 

Defense counsel had pleaded 
against a, death verdict, but did 
not ask that the defendants be 
acquitted.

DISTRIBUTION IN 
JAIL INVESTIGATED 


Agents of the Federal Pure 
Food, Drug and Cosmetics Bureau 
today started an investigation of 
alleged unauthorized distribution 
of barbitur@tes among City Jail 
inmates, after a Federal prisener 
told his lawyer it was “easy” to 
get drugs in the jail. 

The prisoner, Everett Reed of 
Mayfield, Ky., and his wife, Mary, 
both narcotics addicts, pleaded 
guilty before United States Dis- 
trict Judge Roy W. Harper today 
of violation of the Anti-Narcotics 
Act by forging prescriptions for 
drugs at a South Broadway drug- 
store. He put them on probation 
fot two years on their agreement, 
to undergo treatment at a federal 
hospital for addicts. 

Reed previously had boasted to 
his lawyer, Frank Kirtz, that he 
had bought narcotics from jail 
guards. Today, after the court 
session, he produced as evidence 
several tablets which, however, 
turned out to be barbiturates. 
Narcotics inspectors, who have no 
jurisdiction over these drugs, 
turned the matter over to Pure 
Food and Drug inspectors, who do. 

Warden E .E. Hensley of the 
jail, notified of the report, said 
barbiturates, which are essentially 
sleeping compounds, occasionally 
got around among inmates, ehiefly | 
through the prescribing of sueh 
drugs by jail physicians. He 
characterized any reports of 
wholesale distribution of these 
drugs, or of narcotics, as ab- 
surd.“

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) — 
Premier Josip (Tito) Broz of 
Yugoslavia picked up new strength 
to carry on his fight with Moscow 
today with assurance from the 
United States that he can buy an 
American steel mill.

SANTIAGO, Aug. 18 (AP)— 
Emergency powers asked by the 
Chilean Government to cope with 
rioting that has gripped Santiago 
for 48 hours went into effect with 
congregsienal approval today.

The 
Japanese twins will begin their 
American education next year at 
Bristol School, Webster Groves. 

The twins’ father, Capt. Ichiji 
Higo, commandant of the Japa- 
nese naval base at Canton, China, 
was killed shortly after the Japa- 
nese surrender and a few months 
after the twins’ mother divorced 
him. Carpenter and the Japanese 
woman were married in 1946 while 
Carpenter was chief of Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s statistical divi- 
sion at Tokyo. 

Carpenter brought his bride 
back to Seattle, Wash., last year. 
Mrs. Carpenter was admitted to 
the United States because her 
husband was an American but the 
twins had to stay with their 
grandparents in Tokyo because 
they were aliens. 

Special legislation was _ intro- 
duced in Congress last year to 
admit the twins, but it died. In 
January, a new bill was intro- 
duced, and Mrs. Fred Carpenter 
started a letter-writing campaign 
that enlisted the sympathy of in- 
fluential persons, including Mrs.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—Presi- 
dent Truman today asked editors 
and newspaper mén, with a trace 
of bitterness in his voice and a 
large show of loyalty to his friends, 
to “suspend judgment” on Maj. 
Gen. Harry H. Vaughan of St. 
Louis until his Army aide has tes- 
tified in the 5 percenter inquiry. 

The President opened the press 
conference, before a single ques- 
tion on five percenters could be 


fired at him, by reading a state- 
ment defending Vaughan. He in- 
terrupted himself to criticize 
“leaks” from the Senate special 
investigating subcommittee which 
Placed his aide in a bad light, and 
added angrily that “most of the 
favorable testimony” on the Gen- 
eral has been held behind closed 
doors. 
Truman’s Statement. 

He made clear at once that he 
would refuse to answer any ques- 
tions about. the five percenter 
hearings, and proceeded to read 
the following statement, which he 
authorized for quotation: 

“At the outsét, I want to say to 
you that I do not intend to an- 
swer any questions pertaining to 
the testimony that has been given 

fore Senator Hoey’s committee. 

“Gen. Vaughan has already said 
‘that he will go before the commit- 
tee and make a full statement on 
all matters with which his name 
has been connected. I suggest, as 
chairman of the. committee has 
done, that you gentlemen and your 
editors, in common fairness, sus- 
pend judgment on Gen. Vaughan 
until he has been heard by the 
committee.“ 

Vaughan Is Present. 

Vatghan, although absent from 
the press conference at the White 
House last week, attended the 
session today.

Tru- 
man said this would be satisfac- 
tory to him if George or anyone 
else could find new sources of 
revenue to make up for any cut. 
As long as 80 per cent of the 
is made up of fixed 
charges, he said sharply, any dras- 
tic tax revision would have to 
make up revenue losses through 
other sources. 
Ordered Deal With Tito. 


On the international front, the 
President disclosed that he per- 
sonally had ordered governmental 
agencies to grant Yugoslavia per- 
mission to buy a three million dol- 
lar steel mill from a Pittsburgh 
firm. The National Security Coun- 
cil had recommended this step, 
after a careful study, he explained. 


Although the President did not 
pursue the subject, it is known 
that the purchase of the mill was 
in this Government’s 
first practical move to bolster 
Tito’s declaration of independence, 
Politically and economically, 
against Moscow. 

Asked if there was any “bad 
news” in Ambassador Alan G. 
Kirk's report to the White House 
on his conference at Moscow with 
Premier Stalin, Truman said it 
had been merely a courtesy call, 
indicating that no “bad news” 
came out of the visit. He had no 
further comment. 

Comment on Rent Move. 

Asked about the announcement 
of Housing Expediter Tighe E. 
Woods in Cleveland yesterday 
that a reduced budget would make 
it necessary to lift rent controls 
in one-third of the rental areas, 
the President at once laid the 
blame on congressional failure to 
allot Woods sufficient appropri- 
ations for enforcement.

177 Patients Reported in 
City, 57 in County — 
600 Outbreaks in State 
Up to Aug. 16. 


Three new cases of poliomyelitis 
were reported here today to bring 
the St. Louis-St. Louis county total 
to 234 cases since the outbreak 
began. There have been 177 cases 
in the city and 57 in the county. 

The two new -cases reported in 
the city were a 9-year-old girl of 
3660 Hartford street and a 22- 
month-old boy of 4030 Castleman 
avenue. The county case was 
that of a 3-year-old boy from Le- 
may. 

The death toll from the disease 
stands at 12 in the city and five 
in the county. 

Outstate patients treated in St. 
Louis hospitals now number 146 
with the arrival here yesterday of 
an 8-year-old boy from Robinson, 
fll. There have been nine deaths 
here among non-residents. 

A total of 600 cases of the dis- 
ease has been reported in Missouri 
up to Aug. 16, the state headquar- 
ters of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis announced 
today. This figure compares with 
the 278 reported in 1946, the 
previous epidemic year. 

Advances from the National 
Foundation to this state in the 
week ending last Saturday were 
$40,250. Illinois received $56,000 
and Arkansas $27,575 in the same 
period. These funds were accumu- 
lated during the March of Dimes 
campaign last year when one-half 
of all funds collected locally were 
sent to the National Foundation 
for an epidemic aid fund. 

In addition to money, the 
foundation has recruited 61 nurses 
and five physical therapists for 
Missouri hospitals this year. 
Through the efforts of an epidemic 
aid team sent to this state earlier 
this month, 200 beds have been 
made available for polio sufferers 
in hospitals at Cape Girardeau, 
sikeston, Poplar Bluff, Springfield 
and Joplin, the foundation re- 
ported. 

About $750 in unsolicited contri- 
butions were received yesterday 
by the local chapter of the na- 
tional foundation for use in caring 
for infantile paralysis sufferers, 
the chapter reported.

After several weeks of addi- 
tional talks, Johnson dropped his 
objections with the proviso that 
the decision be reviewed one year 
later just before shipment in the 
light of conditions existing in the 
world at that time.

What the Plant Does. 


A blooming and slabbing mill 
takes the first step in processing 
steel ingots into finished shapes.

cies out of a financial hole today. 
But nearly 30 billion dollars in op-

15 is the new deadline for solving 
the tangle—the third new deadline 
Congress has set since June 30. 
Quick teamwork between Chair- 
men Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, and 
McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, of 
the House and Senate Appropria- 
tions Committees ended a tem- 
porary financial emergency late 
yesterday for a long list of Gov- 
ernment agencies which have been 
waiting for passage of their reg- 
ular appropriations since the new 
fiscal year started July 1. 

Cannon and McKellar sped ap- 
proval of a stopgap Measure so 
about 40 Government agencies can 
continue meeting payrolls and 
other expenses. 

Bogged Down in Senate. 
Officially the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, Veterans Administration, In- 
terior Department and more than 
a score of other agencies ran out 
of money at midnight Monday. 
Congress is supposed to get 
money bills for Government 
agencies out of the way before 
the fiscal year starts.

RED WITNESS 
SAYS PARTY DOES

Decisions Are Determined 
by Diseussion, Not De- 
cree, Conspiracy De- 
fendant Contends. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (AP)— 


Decisions in the Communist party 
are determined by discussion and 
not by decree, says a Brooklyn 
Red leader. 

Wilburs . Broms, nineteenth 
defense witness in the Communist 
conspiracy trial, made the state- 
ment yesterday under questioning 
by United States District Judge 
Harold R. Medina. 

“Tet me see if I get you,” said 
the Judge. “Is it your understand- 


* ing that in the Communist party 


nobody ever orders or directs any 
one else to do anything?” 

“Yes,” replied Broms. 

“That is because it is demo- 
cratic and people don’t like to get 
orders; that is the point isn’t it?” 
asked the Judge. 

“That is right,” said the wit- 


ness. 

Denies Government Testimony. 

The exchange came after Broms 
denied previous Government tes- 
timony that a Communist section 
he headed had been “assigned or 
ordered” to concentrate its recruit- 
ing drive in the transit industry. 

The 11 top Red officers on trial 
are accused of conspiring to ad- 
vocate forcible overthrow of the 
Government, 

The Judge asked the witness: 
“Did anyone tell you or say to you 
that it would be a nice thing if 
your section concentrated on the 
transportation industry?” 


Questions Answers. 

A. “Well, not in just that way.” 

Q. “How did they put it? Did 
somebody say something about 
the section concentrating in the 
transportation industry?” g 

A. “There was discussion about 
the work.” 

Q. “And how did they put it?” 

A. “In terms of our section as- 
sisting the workers in the New 
York Central (railroad) yard.” 

Q. “So if anybody asks you,

For a happy day at least, as he 
and his comrades of the Cardinals

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Jones & Laughlin Steel Head Says 
Firm Must Use Bulk of Profits 


To Increase Plant Productivity 


Adm. Ben Moreell Tells Fact-Finders Mod- 
ernization Will Lay Basis for Workers to 
Earn More and That Impairment of Pro- 


gram Will Affect Job Security.

DM. BEN MOREELL, president and board chairman of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. of Pittsburgh, Jed the steel industry 
witnesses today in opposing the ClO-Steel Workers’ demand for 


a 30-cent-an-hour package“ increase in wages, insurance benefits and 


pension provisions. 


Moreell, who counted himself as 
a St, Louisan during his long 
Navy career, retired two years ago 
to become the top executive of the 
Jones & Laughlin Corp. One of 
his last chores as a Navy man 
Was to operate the coal mines, at 
the direction of the President, 
when the Government seized them 
in one of those John L. Lewis 
coal strikes. 

The, retired admiral is a blunt 
spoken, refreshingly frank sort of 
person. He said his company had 
offered to increase insurance 
benefits; that pensions are out of 
the question at this time under 
the terms of the reopening clause 
in a two-year contract, and that 
while wage increases in prior 
years had been justified by in- 
creasing living costs, this was no 
longer ‘true. : 

Source of Wage Boost. 

“In,the last analysis,” he said, 
“a wage increase must come out 
ef future operations. Past results 
provide no support for a wage in- 
crease in the future. The money 
from past operations is already 
spent.” 

Moreell said his company earned 
$15,000,000 in the first six months 
of this year. He estimated that 
Jones & Laughlin earnings in the 
last half of the year would be 
about one-third of that figure, and 
that for at least the first four 
months of next year profits would 
be at about the same rate as those 
estimated for the last half of this 
year. He used the first four 
months of 1950 in this estimate 
because the company’s contract 
with the union will expire next 
April 30, and then, he said, it 
would take a “fresh look at the 
situation to decide what our pros- 
pects are.” 

Contrasting these profit figures, 
known and estimated, with what 
he said it would cost Jones & 
Laughlin to meet the union’s pres- 
ent demands, Moreell added: 

Cost of Increase. 

“At the rate we operated the 
first six months of 1949 it would 
cost us $24,000,000 a year to put 
the union demands into effect. 
And that is only what we would 
pay to our employes. 

“From experience we know what 
another round of wage increases 
could do. It would cost us another 
$24,000,000 in higher prices of sup- 
plies and services we buy. 

“The union justifies its demands 
in great part by pointing out that 
steel companies in recent years 
have had good earnings. 

“There is no question that in 
1947 and 1948, at least, we had 
gubstantial amounts of money left 
after operating costs and taxes. 
It is extremely good fortune that 
we did, for we desperately needed 
this money.” 

Moreell said Jones & Laughlin 
recoghized, in deciding what to 
do with profits, responsibility to 


the nation, to the communities in |; 


which it operates, to its employes, 
gtockholders and customers. In 
the present situation, he said, it 
had four choices on how to divide 
up earnings. 

“We could reduce prices to our 
customers,” he said. 

“We could pay out more money 
in dividends. 

“We could pay out More money 
as wage increases and employe 
benefits, 

“We could use money to rebuild 
and improve our plant.” 

Moreell said Jones & Laughlin 


“But, for the most part,” he 
continued, “we have made the 
fourth choice. We believe that at 
this time the first call on available 
money is to keep our company 
productive and competitive.” 

He dwelt at length on the neces- 
gity for Jones & Laughlin to set 
aside the major part of its prof- 
its for modernization of plant and 
equipment to improve its competi- 
tive position in the industry. The 
company, he said, was no less con- 
cerned about the job security of 
its employes than they were them- 
selves. 

But, he added: ~

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The board was directed by 
President Truman to submit a re- 
port with recommendations for 
settlement by Aug. 30. Recom- 
mendations of the board will not 
be binding on either the union or 
the steel companies. The board 
itself may have to, ask the Presi- 
dent to allow it additional time 
beyond Aug. 30, to prepare its re- 
port. This can be done because 
appointment of the ‘board brought 
about a 60-day truce in the indus- 
try on the eve of a threatened na- 
tion-wide strike. The truce period 
expires Sept. 16. 

Princeton Dean Testifies. 

In testimony yesterday the 
board heard from representatives 
of eight steel companies, most of 
them the smaller firms, and from 
J. Douglas Brown, dean of the 
faculty at Princeton University 
and, in the Republican controlled 
Eightieth Congress, adviser on so- 
cial security to the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Brown addressed himself to the 
“corroding fear of insecurity” 
which must be eliminated, he said, 
if democratic capitalism is to sur- 
vive in the United States. 

The way to eliminate it, he said, 
is through contributory plans of 
insurance, as opposed to non-con- 
tributory plans. Part of the steel 
union’s wage package“ demand 
is a social insurance program to 
be financed by the employers, 
without contribution by employes. 
The non-contributory plan, Brown 
said, would be “paternalistic.” The 
contributory plan, he said, would 
give the employe greater security 
because it would be in the nature 
of a contract in which he would 
have a vested interest. 

Nothing much new developed in 
the arguments of the eight steel 
companies whose representatives 
testified. They were concerned 
with the particular problems of 
their individual businesses in rela- 
tion to the application of the 
union’s over-all demand on all 
steel companies. 

Inland Executives Speak. 
However, Inland Steel Co., whose 
president, Clarence B. Randall, 
was heard last week, reinforced 
his testimony with that of the 
company’s beard chairman, Ed- 
ward L. Ryerson, and for good 
measure presented the testimony 
of the company’s treasurer, its 
lawyer, and its manager of indus- 
trial relations. 

Ryerson and the others charged 
the union had refused to bargain 
in good faith because Inland’s 
every offer to local unions in its 
plants was rejected by the local 
unions, which demanded terms 
equal to those the union hoped to 
get from the United States Steel 
Corp., whatever they may prove 
to be. 

This brings up the familiar 
question of industry-wide bargain- 
ing, in the form more accurately 
designated as “pattern” bargain- 


ng. 

United States Steel, which dom- 
inates the industry with one-third 
of all capacity, traditionally has 
set the pace for other steel firms 
in wage negotiations. 

As a matter of fact what the 
Inland Steel witnesses were say- 
ing was the converse of what 
Phil Murray, president of the 
Steel Workers’. Union, testified 
earlier in the hearing. 

Murray said the union had 
found it impossible to bargain 
with most of the smaller steel 
companies, because their repre- 
sentatives told union negotiators 
they wanted to wait and see what 
United States Steel did in the 
matter. 

United States Steel, which sets 
the wage pattern in the industry, 
will not ‘present its case against 
the union, under the present and 
ever shifting schedule of witness- 
es, until next week.

Group Drafting Statement 


To Solidify 


Control of Work 


It Is Proposed as a Foreword to the Third 
Annual Fiscal Program— Various Pro- 
posals Agree on Not Naming Pick-Sloan

LOVELAND, Colo., Aug. 18. 


HE Missouri Basin Interagency Committee, meeting here today, 
is endeavoring to agree on a 


formal statement of its, activity 
of the Missouri valley, aimed at 


strengthening the existing administrative setup. 


Varying drafts of the statement 
agree in one notable respect— 


there is no reference to the Pick- 
Sloan plan as such. The principal 
version submitted comes out posi- 
tively with the label, “authorized 
Interagency plan.” 

The statement, intended on its 
face to be descriptive in character, 
actually will be interpreted na- 
tionally as a step to solidify the 
present control of the valley work. 
It is proposed as a foreword to 
the third annual Interagency fiscal 
program, issued in the past as 
merely a collection of financial 
tables. 

The new fiscal program will 
cover the six-year period from 
fiscal year 1950-51 through fiscal 
year 1955-56, for work running 
into multi-billion dollars, of the 
Army engineers, Interior Depart- 
ment, Agriculture Departmept, 
Federal Power Commission, Com- 
merce Department and the 10 
states of the basin. 

Various Drafts of Statement. 

Voluntary or extra-legal status 
of the Interagency committee is 
recognized in the various drafts 
of the statement. The principal 
one, prepared by a subcommittee 
headed by the Commerce represen- 
tative on Interagency, Charles E. 
Brokaw of Denver, said: 

“Although the germ of Inter- 
agency action was written into 


law by Section 1 of the Flood Con- 


trol Act of 1944, the Interagency 
committee has no legal status nor 
do its recommendations have the 
force of law. However, the organ- 
ization has been effective through 
the desire of its members to co- 
operate and by the authority of 
its individual members through 
their own federal or state organi- 
zations, 

“The tables of (fiscal) estimates 
which follow this statement have 
been prepared by the Interagency 
committee for its use in co-ordina- 
tion of the activities of the respec- 
tive states and federal agencies 
Which are contributing to the 
accomplishment of the program. 

“Approval of these tables by 
the Interagency committee or by 
any state or federal agency 
member thereof shall not be in- 


tercepted as an approval of all 
features, projects and details of 
such program, which, it is un- 
derstood, shall be adjusted in 
the process Of co-ordination of 
the basin-wide program.” 


The intensive Missouri basin 
development began with a gurvey 
by W. G. Sloan, then a Bureau 
of Reclamation official and now, 
aS a representative of the Interior 
Department, chairman of the In- 
teragency committee. This was 
followed by a survey by Maj. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, then Missouri river 
division engineer for the Army, 
and now Chief of Engineers. Un- 
der pressure, these were put to- 
gether as the Pick-Sloan plan and 
the 1944 act, in effect, wrote that 
plan into law. 

Much Work Started. 

Interagency was formed four 
years ago and has grown in scope 
and publicized activity since. In 
the meantime, the effort for a 
Missouri Valley Authority, which 
would be a single over-all agency 
for the basin work has gone on, 
but has not progressed far in Con- 
gress. During this period there 
has been a large volume of con- 
struction werk started and some 
finished under the Interagency 
Plan. 

The Brokaw subcommittee, 
which included John Short, a Mis- 
souri state water engineer, and 
Charles Cocks of the Army engi- 
neers, stated in its draft that “the 
authorized Interagency plan pro- 
poses a total of 105. reservoirs 
with a combined storage capacity 
of 100,000,000 acre-feet.” 

A substitute draft of the state- 
ment submitted by the Army engi- 
neers said there was an “approved 
program” of 138 reservoirs aggre- 
gating 110,000,000 acre-feet. The 
difference apparently lies in the 
revision already made, under way 
or proposed for some sub-basins, 
such as the Osage and the Grand 
in Missouri, adding more and 
smaller dams, but not yet formally 
authorized by Congress. 

A third version was submitted 
by Gladwin E. Young of Lincoln, 
Nebr., Agriculture Department’s 
member of Interagency. His draft 
was much shorter and eliminated 


Political Power 
In Hawaii May 
Be Bridges Aim 


ILWU Chief Said to 
Have Control of 
Islands’ Demo- 
cratic Party Now.

HERE is no reason to doubt 

and every reason to believe 

that Harry Bridges and his 
Communist-led International Long- 
shoremen and Warehousemen’s, 
Union are out to seize political as 
well as economic control over 
Hawaii. Also there is the awful 
thought in the minds of some 
local residents that if things get 
too hot for him on the West 
Coast, he might settle down here. 


Strength in Hawaii. 


Forty per cent of Bridges's 
total ILWU membership is here 
among his 30,000 longshoremen, 
sugar and pineapple workers. 
Through his 2000 longshoremen, 
Bridges is currently demonstrat- 
ing that he can shut down the 
commerce of these islands. 

Even the Big Five employers 
concede that Communism isn’t an 
issue in the current shipping 
strike. 


But Communism certainly is a 
political issue because the ILWU, 
many of whose top leaders have 
been charged with being Com- 
munists, has won control of the 
Democratic party in Hawaii. 


Of 91 elective offices filled in 
the election last November, 55 
went to Republicans, 36 to Dqm- 
ocrats. In the Territorial Legis- 
lature, Republicans outnumbered 
Democrats 29 to 16. The ILWU 
does not control the votes of the 
Democratic members. Of ten 
Democrats in the House, the 
ILWU can count on perhaps three. 


Better on Lower Levels. 

But the ILWU did better on 
lower levels. Democrats won con- 
trol of two county governments, 
Honolulu and Maui. Nobody has 
called these elected office-holders 
Communists, and, although they 
accepted ILWU support, they do 
not necessarily follow the ILWU 
line. 

On the basis of present feelings, 
it is doubtful that an out-and-out 
ILWU candidate could be elected 
dog-catcher. What the ILWU did 
was to take over a weakened, 
rapidly deteriorating Democratic 
party and put some life into it. 
Conservative Democrats say this 
was done by Communist infiltra- 
tion and by placing ILWU mem- 
bers in key positions plus some 
under-cover skulduggery. ILWU 
leaders reply that without ILWU

Crisis of Confidence 


Alarming sales of government bonds in Britain 
and warnings of possible economic collapse 
are accompanied more and more on this side of 
the Atlantic by unreasonable attacks on Britain's 
“Socialism.” Such criticisms at this time can 
only contribute to what Stewart Alsop calls the 
“crisis of confidence” in London. 

Fortunately the United States Senate defeated 
Senator Kem’‘s effort to deny European recovery 
funds for Socialist programs, but the impression 
left on England was plain. It was plainer still 
when Secretary of the Treasury Snyder went to 
London to give advice and instead, as Alsop puts 
it, gave a scolding. 

When the conservative Economist of London 
is impelled to defend Labor Government policies, . 
it shows how sensitive Britons have become. The 


Economist wonders just what critics have in 


mind when they speak of Socialism, and adds: 
The most clearly “Socialist” of the Gov- 
ernment's measures are the nationalization 
schemes, and whatever they may do to the 
national economy, they certainly have not 
yet had time to exert any effect on the ratio 
between imports and exports. 

In fact, the Economist states that in 
major aspects of nationalization—coal and rail- 
roads—conditions are better than they were. 
Britain’s industrial production stands at 131, and 
the Economist says that “Britain is the only one 
of the Marshall countries that is earning a 
higher proportion of its dollar requirements 
than before the war.” 

The balance of payments, rather than indus- 
drial production alone, is indeed at the heart of 
Europe’s general dollar deficiencies, and this 
balance depends on the ratio of exports to im- 
ports. These index figures show what Britain 
‘has accomplished toward restoring the balance:

A knowledge of Britain's continuing dollar de- 
ficiency should at least concede British efforts 
to combat it. Socialism is one thing, and the 
reduction of Britain’s markets, her total expendi- 
ture for war, the loss of vitality of her private 
enterprise and her lack of capital are something 
entirely apart from questions of Socialism. 

The time was when the shoe was on the other 
foot. Youthfuk American industry hid behind 
trade barriers from vigorous English competi- 
tion, needed foreign capital, and got much of it 
from England. But today, when America might 
be banker to the world, little of our private capi- 
tal is going abroad. Even ff England tried to 
turn back the clock, eapitalism would not suc- 
ceed without capital. 

What Britain needs in her crisis is American 
understanding as well as dollars. Both are 
necessary to maintain British strength and kin- 
ship, which the United States requires in a cha- 
otic world. 
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What a Day—and Night!

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Strange Delusions 

That frequent governmental chasm between 
authority to do things and what is really done is 
well illustrated by Housing Expediter Tighe 
Woods’ latest statement. 

Woods says Congress gave him power to con- 
trol rents, but only enough money td control 
two-thirds of the rents. Since he can’t afford 
enough employes to do the job thoroughly, ten- 
ants in one-third of the country must be written 
off. Here we have the law that partially applies 
and the official who two-thirds officiates. 

Woods also suggests that federal agencies 
guarantee home purchasers against inferior 
workmanship and omission of supposedly “re- 
quired” materials.

Two words had considerable effect in defeat- 
ing plans for a new Department of Welfare of 
Cabinet rank. Those two words are: “welfare 
state.” Whatever the meaning of this expression, 
it is beginning to have the most unfortunate 
possible reaction on affairs of state. 

The Senate sidetracked the reorganization 
proposal by 60 votes to 32. Senator Taft con- 
tended that the plan was not in strict accord 
with N by the Hoover Commission, 
but the on of Southerners and Republicans 
who opposed the idea also heard plenty about 
the welfare state. They heard that Oscar Ewing, 
Federal Security Administrator, would head the 
new agency and that he was in favor of national 
health insurance. 

That was enough. The Seliatots were not im- 
pressed that the proposal for a Welfare Depart-

provides health insurance, but not a welfare 
state when it subsidizes farmers or protects in- 
dustry with tariffs? 

In any case the welfare state seems to be a 
state of mind among the Republican-Dixiecrat 
coalition. It is what they are against. 
their fixed idea in every squabble with the Fair 
Deal program, from civil rights to the Brannan 
farm program. In short, it is the expression of 
their battle with social progress. 

Intelligent conservatism is highly desirable in 
any deliberative body.

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Pleasant, Intelligent Housing Plan 

Considering the limiting factors within which 
the Housing Authority and Architect George 
Hellmuth must plan, their new design for the 
project at Ninth and Carr is both pleasant and 
intelligent. The new departure in the plan (new 
for St. Louis, but not in other cities) is in get- 
ting away from the low barracks-like buildings 
of Clinton-Peabody Terrace and erecting six- 
story and 13-story elevator apartments instead. 

In this way, the public housing landlord can 
accommodate more people on the site than was 
originally intended, and still leave more open 
space for light and air, lawns and playfields. 
The new design makes space for 890 families, as 


against 552 in the original design. Yet the tall . 


buildings cover only 11 per cent of the site, as 
against 234% per cent in the smaller plan. 

Tall buildings to catch the breeze make sense 
in the St. Louis summer climate. The view of 
the river from the upper stories might commend 
itself to private developers, housing as well. 


It is not a happy thing, ot course, that high 
cost of land and other factory make it expedient 
to locate 890 families on a 17-acre site. An 
equal intensity of redevelopmęnt throughout the 
ring of slums girdling the downtown district 
would create serious difficulties. In this first 
project of the sort, however, the intense vertical 
development of the land makes sense. 

The acute shortage of good housing in St. 
Louis dictates intense development. That is, the 
pressure is so great that it would be unwise to 
displace families from the slums faster than new 
housing is provided. Fortunately, this first 
tal!-building plan will be executed on a site that 
has already been virtually cleared, but building 
it tall will provide space for enough families to 


relieve some of the pressure elsewhere. 


After a few such projects are in use, the city 
may then be able to find more nearly ideal solu- 
tions as the great work of clearing and rebuild- 
ing obsolete neighborhoods goes on.

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The Foraker Scandal Recalled 

How would it be for a United States Senator 
to accept a large fee on the side from United 
States Steel, Standard Oil or the Aluminum Co. 
of America? We asked this question a few days 
ago to put in better perspective the acceptance 
by New Hampshire’s Senator Bridges of $35,000 
a year as trustee of the miners’ welfare fund. 

There was just sueh a senatorial scandal 40 
years ago and it knocked the recipient out of 
public life. The Senator was the celebrated 
constitutional lawyer, Joseph B, Foraker of 


Ohio, who had become a national figure as 


Governor of his state. In the 1908 presidential 
campaign, the Hearst press published letters 
written by John D. Archbold, Standard Oil vice 
president, which revealed ‘that Senator Foraker 
had been in the employ of the oil company 
while in office and had received $29,500% In 
addition to this sum, Foraker had also received 
a $50,000 loan from Archbold toward the pro- 
spective purchase of the Ohio State Journal. 

The Ohio Senator maintained that the fee 
was for legal services for the company in Ohio. 
But there was the damning coincidence of 
Foraker's opposition to legislation in Congress 
which was deemed “vicious” by Standard Oil 
These disclosures forced the noted Senator from 
public life. When he sought to return in 1914, 
it was a rising politician named Warren G. 
Harding, who defeated him in the primary. 

Senator Bridges may have heard about the 
Foraker case. In any event, he is moving to 
correct his mistake by giving up his UMWA 
trusteeship and fee next month.

No story is harder to handle than news 
about atomic energy. First, there is the 
problem of steering safely between the 
Scylla of sensationalism and the Charybdis 
of scientific gobbledygook. Then you have 
to get past the Sirens of chauvinism—the 
fellows who think that the bomb is, and 
as a matter ef natural law ought to be, 
100 per cent American. 


When you get atomic energy mixed up 
in international relations as in the head- 
lined Blair House 
conference of a cou- 
ple of weeks ago, the 
story becomes almost 
an impossibility. 

In this case the dif- 
ficulties were com- 
plicated and com- 
pounded by a won- 
derful obtuseness at 
the top levels of gov- 
ernment. It was 
thought that the sub- 
ject matter of a meet- 
ing attended by con- 7 
gressional leaders, 
the most elegant 
wie we be oe) eet 
the Pentagon, top-drawer State Depart- 
ment people and the Président himself 
ought to be kept absolutely secret from 
the press. 

The result, of course, was a barrage next 
morning of highly dramatic think-pieces, 
most of them more or less accurate as to 
the central theme, but embroidered with 
intimations of immortality and crisis. 


Not Mr. Truman’s Fault 


My own best information is that the 
President, although very angry about the 
leak which should have been recognized 
as inevitable in the first place, was not the 


person responsible for having imposed the 


hush-hush atmosphere. A week or 10 days 
later he issued a sober, sensible statement 
explaining the nature of the conference and 
setting it in reasonable perspective. 


A good deal of silly furor could have been 
avoided if this had been done before in- 
stead of after the event. 

The notion that the atomic bomb is some 
kind of secret gimmick, born exclusively 
of American know-how and capable of be- 
ing locked up like a genie in a bottle un- 
til we, in our wisdom, choose to uncork it 
on the world appears to be the nub of a 
new and peculiarly dangerous form of isola- 
tionism. It is no accident that this notion 
is touted in large part by the people who 
used to be isolationists 
ioned sense of the term.

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low-grade uranium have been discovered 
within the United States, the resources 
here are very costly to utilize and are, in 
any case, inadequate to our needs, 


Third, if we know a thing or two that 
the British and Canadian scientists haven’t 
yet caught on to, the probabilities are very 
high that they have made some discoveries 
still unknown to us. They made impor- 
tant contributions to the store of joint 
knowledge during the war and can un- 
doubtedly continue to contribute signifi- 
cantly. It would be dangerous to reject 
their knowledge. 


Fourth, the sure alternative to co-opera- 
tion with the British and Canadians is a 
wasteful and divisive competition. It would 
be senseless to reproduce in England and 
Canada the vast and costly facilities for 
producing atomic energy already. in ex- 
istence here. But it is certain that they 
will attempt this duplication in the name 
of security if they cannot share as part- 
ners in the fruits of the facilities here. 


The Scientists vs. the Wherrys 


The President, as a proper part of his 
executive function, has undertaken to nego- 
tiate new agreements on atomic energy 
with the British and Canadians. Some Sena- 
tors, fearful that he might divulge some- 
thing secret, proposed at once to gag him 
by legislation. 

he President responded to this with a 
rather remarkable sensible and concilia- 
tory gesture; he- promised that he would 
reveal nothing without congressional as- 
sent, Thereupon Senator Wherry, the Re- 
publican floor leader, declared that Con- 
gress couldn't afford to take the President's 
word for it and ought to gag him anyway. 
Mr. Wherry gave the general impression 
of a fellow very mad at having lost hold 
of a tasty political issue. 


But this is a bad area for politics—and 
an especially bad area for isolationist poli- 
tics. For this is the area in which the real 
validity of America’s conversion to collec- 
tive security will be tested. Atomic monop- 
oly and atomic secrecy. are just new names 
for isolationism. 

In their authoritative book, The Control 
of Atomic Energy,” James R. Newman and 
Byron 8. Miller make this wise observa- 
tion: 

“Terror of the atomic bomb is natural 
and understandable—perhaps even healthy 
—but terror at the loss of the ‘secret’ is a 
tribal and superstitious fear that, once 
gaining, ascendancy in our minds, must in- 
evitably weaken rather than strengthen our 
defensive power as a nation.

The Nature of Jealousy 


THE BODY, by William Sansom, (Harcourt, Brace & 
Co., $2.75.) 


The title of this book has no reference 
to a body which has to be disposed of, 
neither is it concerned with a movie star- 
let. The body referred to belongs to a 
man named Henry Bishop, and the book 
is a study of a man’s preoccupation with 
his own mind and body under new and, to 
him, strange circumstances, i.e, the ar- 
rival, almost simultaneously, of middle age 
and, for the first time in his life, jealousy. 

The story, which is really an episode, 
takes places in a lower middle-class suburb 
of London and critics who know have 
called it a Baedeker of the English subur- 
ban mind.” Henry Bishop, just past 40, 
owns a couple of hair-dressing establish- 
ments which he inherited, lives with his 
wife, Madge, a dyed blonde, and is the 
sort of man who can become intensely 
occupied with the business of stalking 
an insect on an ivy leaf with a spray gun.

It is the face of a 
man.

In his efforts to prove to himself that 
his suspicions are founded on fact, the 
inept Henry lays elaborate traps and gets 
led into situations which would be amus- 
ing if they weren't so pathetic. The situ- 
ation is resolved by a tragic accident which 
does away with Charley Diver, but Henry’s 
wife has found out what has been going 
on, and as she and Henry sit down to a 
cold supper there lies between them the 
realization that things can never be the 
same again. 

The point seems to be that poor Henry, 
although he didn't know it, was not ally 
jealous of Charley Diver. He was mortally 
afraid of middle age and jealous of his 
lost youth, of which the robust Charley 
Diver, was merely a symbol.

At the same time an economic 
survey group from the Interna- 
tional Bank is in Belgrade study- 
ing the possibility of a loan to be 
based on timber and mineral pro- 
duction. Optimistic reports from 
the Yugoslav capital have indi- 
cated that an amount up to $50,- 
000,000 eventually may be ap- 
proved. While that is undoubted- 
ly too high, there appears a strong 
possibility of one of the type of 
production-guaranteed loans that 
the bank has made with such 
conspicuous success in other parts 
of the world. 

Moscow has just recalled Am- 
bassador Anatoli Lavrentiev from 
Belgrade, at the same time deny- 
ing that this presages a break in 
diplomatic relations. Neverthe- 
less, the report persists that Rus-

Hawaii’s 66-year-old Governor, 
Ingram Stainback, Tennessee-born 
and lifelong Democrat, keeps in 
his desk a list of known and su- 
spected Communists which he 
shows to casual visitors. He says 
there are about 200 known Com- 
munists in Hawaii and several 
hundred more sympathizers. The 
Governor, now in his seventh 
year as Hawaii’s chief executive, 
has at one time or another man- 
aged to antagonize practically 
every political and economic fac- 
tion in the territory.

RED-LED STRIKERS 
POLICE EXCHANGE 
SHUTS N FINLAND 


1500 Lumberjacks Dis- 
persed After Breaking 
Through Lines Set Up 
to Protect Workers. 


HELSINKI, Aug. 18 (AP)—Po- 
lice and striking lumberjacks ex- 
changed fire today in the first 
skirmish of a new Communist 
strike offensive which a Govern- 
ment official says is aimed at 
seizing power in Finland. 

The exchange took place at 
Kemi, a lumbering town. Up to 
1500 strikers broke through police 
lines in an attempt to attack oth- 
ers reporting for work at a tim- 
ber-sorting dam. Police fired in 
the air. Strikers answered with 
pistol shots. The strikers were 
dispersed. One striker was re- 
ported shot. 

Troops, standing by for an emer- 
gency at a town 60 miles away, 
were called to the Kemi area. 
The government yesterday de- 
clared the strike there illegal. 

Charge by Government. 

Kemi was the first arena of 
what the government describes as 
a country-wide strike offensive, 
aimed at creating chaos “in order 
to usurp power and establish a 
people’s democracy (people’s gov- | 
ernment) in Finland.” 

Unto Varjonen, Minister without | 
Portfolio, who heads a cabinet 
board named to cope with strike 
threats, said the Government in- 
tends to “inflict a crushing defeat | 
on the Communists.” 


Virtually all trade unions have | 01 


announced strike actions for some 
time during the next eight days, 

and some went on strike today. 
* — a majority of trade 
union members are non-Commu- 
nists and about 200,000 of the 
300,000 unionists may defy the 
strike orders. 

A strike of 100,000 trade union 
members, however, could seriously 
upset Finland’s economic policy. 

Higher Wages Demanded. 

The strikes began recently at 
Kemi, where lumberjacks left the 
timber-sorting river dams in a de- 
mand for higher wages. The 
Government ordered them back 
yesterday under a special law de- 
signed to deal with such situ- 
ations. About 10 per cent of the 
men returned, The rest stayed

Seafood salad made with boiled fla 


By FRANCES DAWSON 
Today’s fish story is one of 
plenty. Large quantities of frozen 
fish are on hand and the thrifty 
housewife will take advantage of 


them. 

With a little imagination and a 
few new seasonings she can turn 
opt fish dishes that are a far 
cry from the usual pan-fried kind. 
Boiled fish, the basis for molded 
or plain salads, should be cooked 
in a flavored broth. A small piece 
of carrot, celery, onion, bay leaf, 
two cloves, one tablespoon vinegar 
or lemon juice, and one teaspoon 
salt are brought to boil in one 
quart water. One pound of fish 
fillets or cleaned, scaled fish is 
added and all is boiled for about 
10 minutes. For a plain aspic, one 
tablespoon plain gelatin, softened 
in two tablespoons water, is 
stirred into this strained hot 
broth. When gelatin is dissolved, 
enough water to make two cups 
is added and poured over flaked 
cooked fish which has been placed 
in a mold. Sliced stuffed olives 
and hard cooked eggs may be set 
in the mold to simulate scales 
before flaked fish is added. 


Fillets Are Versatile. 


Fish fillets are the sides of fish, 
cut lengthwise away from the 
backbone. They are practically 
boneless and usually sold frozen. 
Fish steaks are cross sections of 
the larger sizes of dressed fish. 
They, too, are ready to cook as 
purchased. Dressed fish are scaled 
and eviscerated, usually with the 
head, tail and fins rémoved. A 
baked fish looks better when pre- 
pared with the head and tail left 
on and if you tg this, tell the 
market man who dresses the fish. 

The salad shown may be pre- 
pared in the morning. Served 
with hot soup, rolls and a des- 
sert it makes a complete meal. 


Seafood Salad. 

Cook one pound fish fillets, 
Ocean Perch, Haddock or Whit- 
ing. Cool and flake. Soften one 
tablespoon plain gelatin in two 
tablespoons cold water and dis- 
solve over boiling water, Add one 
cup boiled salad dressing an@ fold 
in flaked fish, one-half cup diced 
celery, and one minced pimento. 
Turn into wet mold, chill, unmold 
and garnish with watercress and 


seasoned sour cream.

Baked Fish. , 

Three or four-pound fish, 
dressed, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, cucumber stuffing, 
four tablespoons butter or other 
fat, melted. 

Wash and dry the fish. Sprinkle 
inside and out with salt. Stuff 
fish loosely and sew the opening 
with needle and string, or close 
with skewers. Place fish in a 
greased baking pan. Brush with 
melted fat. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350) for 40 to 60 minutes 
or until fish flakes easily when 
tested with a fork. If fish seems 
dry while baking, baste occasion- 
ally with drippings or melted fat. 
Remove string or skewers and 
serve immediately on a hot plat- 
ter plain or with a sauce. Serves 
six. 


Cucumber Stuffing. 

Three tablespoons chopped cu- 
cumbers. 

Three-four-ths cup celery 
chopped. 

Six tablespoons butter, melted. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One-half teaspoon thyme, ore- 
gano or poultry seasoning. 

Four cups day-old bread crumbs.

Many are the fish sauce choices, 
but here are a few. With eggs 
plentiful now, an egg sauce might 
be served. Add chopped hard- 
cooked eggs and a little lemon 
juice to plain white sauce. This 
sauce gains added richness if a 
well-beaten egg yolk is mixed into

And—serve curried fish with flaky 
cooked rice. 

Creole Sauce. 

For variety, try a creole sauce 
occasionally. Put four tablespoons 
of melted table fat, three-fourths 
cup of minced onion, one cup of 
minced green pepper, and one 
minced garlic clove in a saucepan 
and cook the mixture 10 minutes 
or until the vegetables are tender. 
Add two cups of canned tomato, 
one teaspoon of salt and a little 
pepper, and cook for five min- 
utes. Serve it hot. That recipe 
will provide enough for six fish 
servings. 

Tomato Sauce. 

For the tomato fancier, tomato 
sauce with fish is good. Prepare 
this like white sauce, using to- 
mato juice instead of milk as the 
liquid. If desired, add grated 
onion and a dash of powdered 
clove or allspice.

Representatives of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad and the four 
operating brotherhoods met for 
two and a half hours yesterday 
in the railroad company’s offices 
to discuss the recommendations of 
a presidential fact-finding board 
to avert a threatened strike of 
operating employes of the com- 
pany after Sept. 2. 

Both sides reported, following 
the meeting, they had “reached a 
common understanding” of the re- 
port, but no definite conclusions 
were reached as to what further 
steps will be taken. No addition- 
al meetings of the repersentatives 
were scheduled. 

J. H. Rodgers, vice president of 
the Order of Railway Conductors, 
said the brotherhoods’ représenta- 
tives re-asserted they “were not in 
agreemént with the recommenda- 
tion of the fact-finding board” 
that the unions submit their 300 
grievances to the Railroad Adjust- 
ment Board at Chicago. 

Union Position Unchanged. 
“There has been no change in 
the position of the brotherhoods,” 
Rodgers said. The unions previ- 
ously said they are unwilling to 
follow the recommendation of the 
fact-finding board because the Ad- 
justment Board is almost five 
years behind in its work. 
Theodore Short, chief personnel 
officer of the Missouri Pacific, 
said no attempt was made at the 
meeting to discuss any of the 
grievances. He added that, al- 
though no meeting had been 
scheduled to attempt to settle 
grievances by direct negotiation, 
“There’s nothing to prevent the 
two sides getting together to at- 
tempt this before Sept. 2, if they

“Apparently they’re not 
permitted to do the same for us 
in this diocese.” 

Miss Spina and Favreau are 
students at St. Benedict Center 
which Archbishop Richard J. 
Cushing of Boston placed off- 
limits to Catholics after its ad- 
herents accused diocesan officials 
of teaching the “heresy” that 
there is salvation outside the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Favreau and Miss Spina met at 
the center where he had been a 
student since 1947 when he quit 
his job to devote himself to re- 
ligious studies. His fiancee also 
left her job and became a full-time 
student this week after month of 
evening lectures. 


BRITISH Sol DiE REPORTED

BERLIN, Aug. 18 (AP)—The 
Soviet Hcensed news agency N 
said last night a British para- 
chute trooper had- deserted and 
fled to the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many.

SHANGHAI PRESS BUREAU HEAD 
LOGKED IN OFFICE BY COOLIES 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 18 (AP) — 
Fred Hampson, Associated Press 
bureau chief, yesterday was locked 
in for four hours at his office by 
four delivery coolies who demand- 
ed additional severance pay. 

During the lockin, the former 
employes also prevented the deliv- 
ery of news to Shanghai members, 
Police broke up the lockin, telling 


the employes they were not per- 
mitted to use force but had to 
seek the mediation of the (Com- 
munist) Labor Bureau. 

The four had been discharged 
June 1 and were given severance 
pay. They returned and demand- 
ed re-employment or additional 
severance pay. 


17,000 CHRYSLER WORKERS 
IDLE IN ROW ON FIRINGS 


DETROIT, Aug. 18 (AP)—More 
than 17,000 Chrysler Corp. em- 
ployes were idle again today in a 
continuing dispute affecting three 
plants. 

Still off the job, many of them 
for the fourth or fifth day, were 
15,900 workers at Chrysler's Jef- 
ferson and Kercheval plants and 
1200 at the company’s Plymouth 
division, . 

Most of the total were involved 
directly in a dispute over the fir- 
ing of a probationary employe 
and a CIO United Auto Workers 
steward at the Kercheval plant 
last week. Others were laid off 
because of parts shortages. 


13 PERSONS BURIED ALIVE 
BY A LANDSLIDE IN JAPAN 


TOKYO, Aug. 18 (AP)—Thirteen 
persons were buried alive today by 
a landslide in western Kyushu is- 
land. 

Kyodo news agency, in a dis- 
patch from Saga prefecture, said 
rescue workers had been unable 
hours later to find any bodies. The 
landslide occurred in the village 
of Kita Taku. 

Observatory reports from Fu- 
kuoka said heavy rains throughout 
Kyushu would break all records 
for the past 60 years. More than 
27 inches of rain fell in the moun- 
tains in the wake of a Typhoon 
earlier in the week.

Experts Point to Vast 
Stripmine Resources in 
Nation Plagued by 

Strikes, Shortages.

CANBERRA, Aug. 18— Australia 
has long suffered from two 
chronic coal diseases — miner- 
trouble and coal shortages. The 
public is getting fed up and is 
increasingly demanding to know 
why it must be continually at the 
— of the miners. 

The coal experts’ reply is, no 
reason. They say Australia has 
vast surface-field (strip mine) coal 
resources which can be quarried 
by men without deep mine train- 
ing—millions of tons which re- 
quire only scooping off of the 
earth and blasting out of the coal 
seams. These experts point to 
three of the country’s 24 strip 
mines where quarry workers are 
producing coal under state con- 
tract. 

They also point out that troops 
which took over strip mining dur- 
ing the recent strike got the coal 
out easily. 

Estimate of Reserves. 
In Queenland’s Blair Athol field 
there is an estimated actual re- 
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serve of 116,000,000 tons with prob- 
able reserves placed at another 
90,000,000. Some of that field’s 
coal seams are 104 feet deep. The 
average is about 68. 

At Callide, another Queensland 
field, geologists estimate 100,000,000 
tons are close to the surface. 

In New South Wales the picture 
is about the same. There are huge 
reserves as yet untapped that can 
supply the state with all it needs. 
Other states also have their big 
surface fields. 

Strip Mining Cheaper. 

Moreover, strip mining is much 
cheaper than deep mining. They 
give the following economic ad- 
vantages: 

More output per man at lower 
production costs than in deep 
mining. 

No expensive mine construction 
required. 

‘Less capital output for develop- 
ment. 

At Blair Athol, for example, only 
one foot or less of soil has to be 
removed for each foot of coal, and 
in New South Wales strip mines 
the amount of “overburden” is said 
to be less than that in the United 
States or Britain. 

They also claim that when it 
comes to strikes and absenteeism 
strip mining holds another advan- 
tage over deep mining. Last year 
in strip mines of New South Wales, 
for instance, strike loss was 4.1 
per cent of workable time as 


fe | against 9.9 per cent in deep mines.

The strip mine absenteeism rate 
was 1.4 per cent against 3.3 per 
cent in deep mines. 

Though the experts are con- 
vinced that the proper develop- 
ment of strip mining is the answer 
to Australia’s coal problems, the 
powerful Miners’ Federation re- 
gards strip mining as a “menace.” 

The federation could not offer 
enough manpower to develop the 
strip mines and for obvious rea- 
sons doesn’t want any other union 
to do the job. 

Government Ducks Showdown. 

The Labor Government has tol- 


consistently shied away from a 
showdown with this powerful bloc 
of miners. Critics blame the gov- 
ernment for not turning strip min- 
ing over entirely to the non-Com- 
munist Australian Workers’ Union 
and leaving only deep mine work 
to the Red-run Miners’ Federation, 
even in the recent strike. 

Despite the rich potentiality of 
strip mining little advantage is 
taken of it. For example, only 
500 men are now working New 
South Wales surface fields while 
17,000 are employed in its deep 
mines. The strip mine output in 
that state is only 10 per cent of 
the total coal output. Blair Athol 
with a potential yield of 3,500,000 
tons a year produces only 130,- 
000 tons. 

Of course some of the trouble 
is bound up in inadequate trans- 
port, lack of heavy earth-moving 
machinery and disinclination by 
private enterprise to get tangled 
up in the complicated business. 

But mainly the reason seems to 
be government fear of a black 
eye with miners and other militant 
unionists who jealously guard 


their position and power.

However, some 
good things have come out of it, 
notably fried chicken, which is 
the best in the world. Despite its 
excellence, we all know ‘that one 
fine fish doesn’t make a fine cook 
and the best of us could get pretty 
tired of fried chicken although it 
might take a long time. 


The French don’t know much 
about just plain fried chicken but 
they are the champions with 
chicken and a casserole and we 
might take a few lessons with 
profit. Some of the recipes are 
too complicated and take too 
much savvy for our female cooks. 
Here is a simplified casserole dish, 
that is quick and easy. 

Like this: 


Fry a nice, young disjointed 
chicken until it is a light golden 
brown. Arrange the pieces in a 
casserole. Open a can of mush- 
rooms and pour juice and all, over 
the chicken. Put in the oven, 
covered, and cook until the chick- 
en is very tender. Remove to the 
top of the stove, extract the 
chicken pieces and keep hot. Put 
the dish on an extremely low 
flame, pour in a cup of scalded 
cream and thicken with two 
slightly beaten egg yolks. Scrape 
the dish to loosen all the cooked- 
on particles. Pour the sauce over 
the chicken and serve with 
mashed potatoes and peas. Don’t 
cook the gravy after the egg 
yolks are added, Just simmer it 
a bit or you will have curdled 
eggs.

MOKING is no sin. It has 
8 been a source of comfort to 

many a sorely tried man and 
woman, but children need no seda- 
tive .against the woes of life.

Looking about the world today 
it would seem that everybody 
smokes. The children take smok- 
ing by their elders as a matter of 
course and, since they imitate all 
they see their elders do, they want 
to smoke. Some of them do, 
greatly to the distress of their 
parents. 

Common sense tells us that chil- 
dren cannot be allowed to do 
everything their elders do.

IT IS COMMONLY AGREED 
that children do not benefit by 
smoking. It is likely to stunt

Children who smoke are care- 
less with matches and butts. They 
have not the adult’s knowledge of 
the danger. So we insist that 
there ve no smoking in schools. 
This keeps the custodians, the 
heads and the teachers, on the 
watch. A fire in a school is 
something dreaded beyond any 
other catastrophe.

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IN THEIR ENDEAVOR to keep 
the children from injuring their 
health and to guard against fire 
in the buildings where they gather, 
the teachers have to appeal to 
the parents of any children found 
smoking. That appeal should. be 
heeded. 

There is a law in most places 
against selling cigarettes to chil- 
dren. A trip about the neighbor- 
hood of a high school will soon 
show how often this regulation is 
disregarded. It should not be dis- 
regarded and the Parent Teacher 
organizations have a duty in that 
direction. The cigarettes, the slot 
machines and the back rooms in 
the candy shops will bear some at- 
tention. . 

In the days of our grandfa- 
ther, boys used to be promised a 
gold watch on their twenty-first 
birthday if they refrained from 
smoking until then. Many boys 
won that watch and along with it 
a knowledge that they could be 
quite fit, manly and respected

Fix It Yourself 


Shellac on Floors. 


OR the past seven months 
we've been going around with 
‘the feeling that there is some- 
thing we should have done that 
we haven't. Well it finally dawned 
on us that the something“ was a 
piece on how shellae a floor. 
Here it is. 


After you have the floor sanded 
down nice and smooth you start 
worrying about the shellac. You 
want the best quality shellac for 
this job because an inferior type 
won't last for long. You can either 
get a “four-pound eut” shellac 
and thin it with denatured alcohol 
or use a shellac already thinned 
down for application on floors. 


The first coat goes on across 
the grain. The second and third 
coats can go on with the grain. 
After each coat is dry and hard,

give it a light sanding with No. 00 
sandpaper. 

You'll find that shellac is very 
much like varnish in that it 
should not be applied to a damp 
surface or used on damp days. It 
dries very quickly so be sure to 
get any runs or rough spots 
brushed out before the shellac 
sets. If you prefer, you can use 
one coat of shellac and then apply 
varnish on over it.

That Word “Watershed” 

NE of our readers inquiries 
0 about the word watershed, dis- 

2 a covered reservoir, 
whére water is stored, and the 
gutter which carries rain Water 
off the root of a house. 

While the words water and shed 
may, of course, be combined by 
anyone for any purpose, “water- 
shed” really describes an area of 
country which contributes the 
water supply of a lake or river. 
True, like the roof gutter, this 
watershed carries away water 
from the land, but its importance 
lies in the fact that it carries the 
water to the basin. 

When the flow of water from 
the land divides into two basins, 
the term “watershed” is applied to 
the line of division or natural 
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boundary of either basin. Here 
the word holds to a primary 
meaning, best illustrated in the 
German, where it is “wasser 
scheide”—a composition of water 
and separation. This would sus- 
tain our reader’s emphasis on this 
aspect of the meaning—the sepa- 
rating, or running off of watef, 
which is secondary in the minds 
of most persons to the thought of 
a watershed as a supplier of 
water for the basin.

Former Bomber Pilots Making Quilts 


Have Built Up Busy Enterprise in Ozarks Foothills’ Town—Are Turning Out Artistic Product

STOVER, Mo., Aug. 18. 

ERE in this little town in the 

Ozark foothills, two enter- 

prising former bomber pilots 
are running a quilting bee that 
would make grandmother's eyes 
blink.. It is the custom quilting 
firm of Story-Smithson, employing 
19 women to keep as many quilt- 
ing machines humming eight 
hours a day. There is little of the 
sociability characteristic of grand- 
mother’s quilting parties, but the 
quilting is put out by the carload 
rather than the coverlet—bolts 
and bolts of elegantly chased vel- 
vet, damask, linen, chintz, faille, 
satin, even leatherette and plastic. 

This is the new look applied to 
an old art, a boldly beautiful 
machine-made version of grand- 
mother’s painstaking stitches, pre- 
serving much of the artistry of 
the earlier handcrafted variety, 
yet produced with the speed and 
efficiency that is the American 
businessman’s trademark. Quilting 
such as this has become an im- 
portant home decorating medium, 
for upholstering and slipcovering 
everything from sofas to waste- 
baskets, for embellishing drap- 
eries, valances, bedspreads and a 
host of other accessories. It is 
high style in women’s skirts and 
jackets. 

Story-Smithson is located in a 
home-sewing area noted for its 
ribbon-winning entries at the state 
fair at nearby Sedalia. Even so it 
undoubtedly is the busiest sewing 
circle for miles around, for deco- 
rators and housewives over the 
Mid-West have come to look to 
this firm for quilting of particular 
precision. This is a reflection of 
the two young men who own and 
operate the factory. 

Wayne Story and Lee Smithson, 
both their twenties, spent five 
years together in the air force as 
bomber pilots; hazardous missions 
over Japan gave them a predilec- 
tion for perfect performance. Also 
like any other rugged young male, 
neither of them would care to be 
associated with a lapful of fancy- 
work; their sewing is strictly sci- 
entific. Each of their quilting 
patterns originates beneath com- 
pass and T-square on the drafting 
boards in their office. They pore 
over these blueprints as fervent- 
ly as navigators plotting a bomb 
run, and not before each is me- 
chanically foolproof do they re- 
lease it to the quilting machine. 
Almost every one of their pat- 
terns, for instance, is planned as 
a never-ending maze; the needle 
never detours from the actual 
track of the design. This is a 
tour de force grandmother never 
even thought of, and the customer 
viewing it, gasps, “But where does 
it begin—and where does it end?” 
To which Story replies gravely, 
“Why, at the beginning of the 
bolt and the end of the bolt.” 

He says this with the casualness 
of a man at his profession a long 
time. Actually, both Story and 
Smithson are brand new to the 
quilting business. They still, now 
and then as they walk about their 
factory, share the wildly uncer- 
tain expression of men who have 
wandered by mistake into a ladies’ 
lingerie department. Their part- 
nership began, they recall, in a 
B-29 going home to Guam high

S a boy, Smithson had spent 

many after-school hours in the 

table pad manufacturing shop 
operated by his mother in Kansas 
City. Beyond this nodding ac- 
quaintaince with a purely utilita- 
rian type of quilting, the two 
ex-pilots were flying blind. 

Story took charge when the 
first quilting machine arrived. To 
their surprise it had been dis- 
sembled for shipping, but Story 
surveyed the melee of parts with 
no dismay. Hadn’t he, on Guam, 
pieced together a washing ma- 
chine from the odds and ends of 
wrecked airplanes, thereby earn- 
ing himself a reputation for in- 
genuity—to say nothing of a nice 
sum in rentals from the perspir- 
ing populace?

This investment of time and 
money pays dividends in quilting 
of incredible symmetry, stitch by 
stitch and scroll] by scroll. 
“Quilting is an art,” Smithson 
explains earnestly. ‘You can't af- 
ford to be sloppy with it. You 
might call it a first cousin to 
painting.” 


The firm’s quilting is indeed as 
artfully etched as cut crystal. 


Every point of every leaf, every 
wayward blossom of every bou- 
quet is given the perfect silhouette 
treatment in the outline quilting. 
The operator spends about three 
hours stitching each yard of this 
complex pattern type. This is 
speedy by grandmother’s stand- 
ards, but painstaking by modern 
industrial methods. An effective 
pattern original with the firm is 
a composition of endlessly concen- 
tric crescents. This graceful de- 
sign pleases not only the eye, but 
the pocketbook as well, for it re- 
quires 400 yards of thread per 
each square yard, thus promising 
the ultimate in wearability. The 
partners’ newest design is a spec- 
tacular tracing of leaves and flow- 
ers on a never-ending vine. It has 
the symmetry of geometric plan, 
plus the pictorial delights of a 
water color.

OW returned after a long ab- 
N sence during the War era, are 
the triplicate sauce pans that 
nest together on a base over one 
burner or heating element. 

The idea, of course, is to save 
fuel, for you have the three tri- 
angular sauce pans cooking three 
different foods on the same boiler.

HE entry situation is usually 
the determining factor when 
declarer must choose whether 

to set up a suit in his own hand 

or in dummy. Observe this deal: 
South, dealer 
Both sides eye ry 


North’s two-diamond bid over 
one spade was somewhat fancy, 
but not at all bad. 

West, whose long suit had been 
bid by South, and who knew that 
that player rarely used a short 
club bid, made the excellent lead 
of the spade six. (This selection 
could not actually break the con- 
tract, but it gave South the chance 
to go wrong). South took the first 
trick and promptly started to cash 
clubs. The bad break of the suit, 
however, put a stop to that, and 
after winning the second club 
trick in his own hand, South led 
and passed the heart queen. East, 
not being a dub, let the finesse 
hold, South took a desperate sec- 
ond finesse, to the heart Jack, 
and when East won, the dummy 
was “dead.” A two-trick set was 
the outcome. 

South did not analyze this hand 
very thoroughly! The club tricks 
were there for the taking if the 
suit broke well; the right plan 
was to reserve that suit for future 
investigation, because of the scar- 
city of entries in dummy. At the 
second trick South should have’ 
led and passed the heart queen, 
and when it held, contirfued with 
another heart lead. If the heart 
suit broke well, only three clubs— 
and no diamonds—would be re 
quired; whereas even with five 
clubs and two spades, South would 
still need two heart tricks; and 
with four clubs—assuming a 42 
break—he would need two hearts 
and a diamond. 7
